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SUMMARY

This bill changes the term “at-risk” to “at-promise” in various sections of the Education
Code and Penal Code.

Need for the bill. According to the author, “Perception plays an important role in
the success or failure of students. As a result of the stigma created through the
use of ‘at-risk,” these students are subjected to an expectation to fail and can be
treated as such. Transitioning from ‘at-risk youth’ to ‘at-promise youth’ is an
important step in eliminating the biased mindset that is too pervasive in schools
and communities across the country.”

Double-referred. This bill has been double-referred to the Senate Public Safety
Committee, as this bill also amends the Penal Code.
